Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 


37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued the device of Annis appears to be a rigid material 
and although no viscosity is mentioned, such a device wouldn't seem to have the viscosity claimed, the claimed 
viscosity being more of a flowable injectable state. A flowable or injectable state was argued to destroy the purpose of 
Annis. It is upon the applicant to provide some type of persuasive evidence that the Annis device does not or would 
not have a viscosity in the claimed range or to amend the claim to include the hydrogel is flowable or injectable to 
overcome the Annis rejection. Regarding the Purkait rejection of claim 1 , the applicant has argued the first polymer 
component alone is a powder form and is not a hydrogel. This argument is seemingly persuasive however the 
examiner plans to consult a polymer expert upon receipt of the applicants response. The applicant has also argued 
that the polymer is not biostable. Biostable however is a vague or indefinite term and could be considered to have 
some degree of "stability" and is biocompatible as it is placed in the body. Claims 51 and 52 currently claim a 
hydrogel comprising a polymer, the polymer consisting essentially of. It is the examiners position that Purkait still reads 
on claims 51 and 52, as hydrogel is considered to be the composite, as the hydrogel "comprises" and the acrylamide 
polymer is considered the first component of the composite, which is cross linked and consists essentially of the 
claimed content itself. Upon further review of the Purkait reference, it is the examiners opinion that claims 1,51, and 
52 may all also be rejectable by Purkait under the interpretation of the hydrogel (total composite composition) 
consisting essentially of a acrylamide polymer (all of the polymer content is acrylamide, some linear and some not) 
cross-linked (some of the polymer is crosslinked). Note that the claim does not require full crosslinkage or all of the 
polymer to be crosslinked. Applicant plans to file a response which will be considered by the examiner at that time. It 
is noted that any amendments filed with the response that require further consideration or an updated search would be 
properly filed with an RCE.
